THE COFFEE COUNTY FIREFIGHTERS ASSOCIATION is sponsoring a Firefighter I Volunteer 
Certification Course hosted by the Elba Fire Department. Firemen from local fire departments including the 
Elba Fire Dept,, Battens Volunteer Fire Dept.,Goodman Volunteer Fire Dept., Tri Community Volunteer 
Fire Dept, and Headland Fire Dept, started this class in Sept. 2003 and will complete the course in May

Locating late 
season bucks 


Weeks 


Alabama’s 2004 deer season is drawing to an end, Only. a few 
more days are left to bag that trophy buck that has eluded many of. 
us so far this year. 

A misconception among many beginning hunters is that deer 
abandon their vigil during the rut. - While they do tend to focus their 
attention on things of a more romantic nature, don't believe for a 
moment “Ole Hat Rack” has turned off his radar as far as detecting 
and avoiding hunters. 

The first thing one has’ to do before bagging a taphy buck is 
locate him, Preseason scouting will indicate to you where he is 
hanging out during bow season and early gun season. But by 
January his daily habits may have changed considerably from where 
your earlier scouting indicated he could be found. 

A good friend and skilled late season hunter, Robert Hammett, 
who is now deceased, once told me that one of his secrets of bag- 
ging late season bucks was to be very mobile. Robert thought sta- 
tionary tree stands, elevated shooting houses, and latter stands were 
fine for the earlier season but he preferred lightweight climbing 
stands during the rut. With a climber he could invade, setup and 
hunt suspected hiding areas. 

Robert abandoned the results of his early season scouting and re- 
scouted the area several times during the last few weeks of the sea- 
son. I can remember his advice well, “Those big boys have been 
hunted all year and the ones that are still alive have the equivalent 
of a PhD. in human avoidance. The one thing going for a hunter is 
that bucks are looking for love. This will distract him some, but he 
is still keenly aware that he is being hunted.” Ni, 

Roberts’s theory was that the really big bucks tended to drift into 
the remote thickets of his territory and hold up until nightfall. “I 
often scout with my climbing stand on my back. If 1 find a fresh 
trail that a big buck is using for a travel route, I have my stand right 
there. If I have time I'll attach it and hunt the area right then, if it’s 
getting late, I attach it to the tree and come back early the nest day. 
I'll leave the stand there until I think he is not using that route any- 

10re,” said Robert. 

Another tictic my friend liked to use was to hunt the weather 
fronts. He often had good luck ambushing bucks coming out of 
their bedding areas into fields to feed just before a cold or rain front 
arrived. After the front moved through he liked to hunt the sunny 
sides of hills that shielded deer from the wind and allowed them to 
warm themselves. ' 

There is no guaranteed magic tactic that can insure that we will 
get that late season wall hanger, but if other tactics haven't worked, 
give my old friends methods a try. They worked for him-some- 


times.
